Activities Commission is 
working diligently

Patrick Demers, the Student 
Trustee at the University of 
Lowell, has been appointed to 
the Board of Regents of Higher 
Education sub-committee for 
administration and finance. 

Though he will have non¬ 
voting status on this committee 
he will represent the only 
student voice in the entire state 
on this committee. Patrick will 
be meeting with the members of 
the committee to decide on 
tuition policy for all of the 
twenty-nine community 
colleges, colleges, and 
universities within the 
Massachusetts State Public 
Higher Education system. 

Patrick, a junior civil 
engineering major with a 3.8 
cumulative grade point average, 
was elected to the trustee 
position last spring. Pat is not 
your average student here at 
ULowell, he is twenty-nine 
years old and has spent time out 
in the workforce prior to his 
enrollment at ULowell. 

Since that time he has 
worked not only at the trustee 
level, but has been a strong 
force in initiating changes in 
administrative policy here at the 
university. Meeting regularly 
with President Hogan and other 
top administrators has enabled 
Pat to give the students here at 
ULowell a strong voice at the 


administrative level, a voice 
that is seldom, if ever, heard at 
other universities. 

One of the specific things 
that Patrick has initiated this 
semester is a review of the 
policies in the business office 
and the financial aid office here 
at ULowell. Students began 
voicing many concerns as to the 
promptness of aid and refund 
checks. In part, due to the 
strong voice of Patrick Demers, 
there is now a committee to 
review the procedures of these 
offices and there will be 
changes in policy and other 
areas in these departments so 
that these offices will better 
serve students at this university. 
On this committee is strong 
student representation so there 
will be student input into the 
changes that will take place. 

Another change here on 
campus that Patrick is working 
on is the restructuring of the 
Student Activity Fee. This fee 
is paid by students when they 
pay their semester tuition bills. 
This fee is the direct source of 
funding for most student run 
groups here on campus. The 
student activity fee funds The 
Connector, WJUL, The Sojourn, 
the Marching Band, and The 
Student Government 

Association. Currently, the 
committee that decides where 
exactly that money goes is 


made up of four administrators 
and four students. Patrick 
would like to see that 
committee made up of seven 
students and four 
administrators. This would give 
students greater control over the 
money that they have already 
paid to fund groups that directly 
benefit and help students. 

Many of you may also 
recognize Pat from the rally at 
the State House that occurred 
earlier in the semester. Being 
the Student Trustee, Patrick was 
able to receive the information 
on our budget problems before 
the majority of the public and 
because of this, was able to play 
such a significant role in 
organizing the massive 
demonstration that took place. 
The rally is another of the many 
times that Pat, along with other 
students, has met with the 
Governor to voice the needs and 
crisis’ that we have faced over 
the last two years. 

As an established voice, 
Patrick will now be working 
with the Board of Regents to 
establish future tuition policies 
that will be fair to students and 
will enable the institutions of 
higher learning in this state to 
continue with their respective 
missions to promote higher 
education among the citizens of 
the Commonwealth.

The Activities Commission is 
the programming board for 
student activities based on what 
students say they want to see. 
Members of the A.C. are 
elected at the regular Student 
Government Elections each 
semester. This semester has 
been an exciting one for the 
A.C., as they have sought out 
the opinions of students on 
campus. Unfortunately, a survey 
which was done at the North 
SIC was not a success. 

The few students who filled 
out the surveys did not take 
them seriously, and so the A.C. 
was unable to use them. They 
are hoping that future surveys 
will be taken more seriously by 
the students. 

One of the A.C.’s 
responsibilities is approving 
Club Funding Request forms. If 
a recognized student club on 
campus needs funds for an 
activity or event, they are 
usually eligible for funding 
from the A.C. under the 
following conditions: 

> They must know the event 
and describe it clearly. 

> The event must be advertised 
in the Connector and/or with 
flyers/posters. 


> The event must be open to all 
students. 

Unfortunately, many clubs 
have been filling out these 
forms incorrectly. In an effort to 
remedy this problem, Nancy 
Svizzero, the Business Manager 
for the A.C., is planning a 
meeting in the First few weeks 
of spring semester with the 
treasurers of all the student 
clubs. The treasurers will be 
shown the correct procedure for 
filling out the forms. 

Also, with the new 
Constitution for Student 
Government, there are four new 
positions available on the board. 
Previously, the board was made 
up of three representatives from 
each class, four at large 
representatives, and the director 
(all are full-time undergraduate 
students). The new Constitution 
now has four additional 
positions for at large 
representatives. 

The three following positions 
are currently open: one position 
in each of the following classes: 
1990,1992,1993.

Movie Review 


True Love. Directed by 
Nancy Savoca. Written by 
Savoca and Richard Guay. 
With Ron Eldard and 
Annabella Sciorra.

Mike and Donna are a couple 
of good Italian kids from the 
Bronx. They live in a neigh¬ 
borhood crowded with two- 
family homes, where house¬ 
wives still buy food fresh every 
day from the local shops and 
patrons of the comer bar waste 
blissful hours watching “The 
Honeymooners”. The kids are 
in love and getting married in a 
week, but as they frantically 
take care of last-minute details, 
the pre-nuptial tension begins 
to eat away the bonds of infatu¬ 
ation. 

Their first spat occurs over the 
color of the mashed potatoes 
that will be served at the recep¬ 
tion. Donna (Annabella Scior¬ 
ra) adores the caterer’s sugges¬ 
tion of pastel blue spuds (they 
go with the bridesmaids’ 
gowns). Mike (Ron Eldard), of 
course, thinks it’s too ludicrous 
even to discuss. This seeming¬ 
ly innocuous tiff is just the first 
in a series of increasingly fierce 
disagreements which seem to 
prove Charles Bukowski’s 


theory, “It’s possible to love a 
human being if you don’t know 
them too well.” 

The Big Blowup comes when 
she wants to see him right after 
his bachelor party. He: “But 
it’s my last night out with the 
guys!” She: “You’ve hung out 
with those stiffs practically 
every night since we’ve been 
engaged!” Result: He and his 
pals get bombed, drive to 
Atlantic City, and contemplate 
the prospect of being eternally 
shackled to the same woman; 
while she and her sisters get 
blitzed, head to a male strip¬ 
per’s club, and wonder if he’ll 
ever mature into the role of a 
responsible husband. ARE 
THEY MAKING A BIG MIS¬ 
TAKE? 

This being a romantic comedy, 
we already know the answer, 
but first-time director Nancy 
Savoca spicds up the familiar 
story with characters that are 
funny and passionate — totally 
Italian without being Holly¬ 
wood stereotypes. Eldard and 
Sciorra are great as the young 
lovers, displaying the intense 
emotions of the relationship 
roller coaster so that, even 
though we see both characters 
at their best and worst, we’re 
always sympathetic. Mike’s 
pals are nothing but irritating 


slobs to Donna, but to him they 
are his true friends, more 
understanding than any woman. 
But Donna has grown out of 
her childhood past, her solace 
comes from her family, espe¬ 
cially her warm and under¬ 
standing mother (Suzanne 
Costallos); now she’s ready to 
start her own family, and she 
must struggle to bring Mike 
with her into adulthood. 
Popping up in and around the 
main love story are various 
aunts, uncles, and assorted rela¬ 
tives, each contributing to Sav- 
oca’s loving portrayal of a large 
but close-knit Italian commu¬ 
nity. The largely unknown cast 
gives True Love an authenticity 
that makes Moonstruck seem 
absolutely amateurish. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the film’s strong point 
may also be the reason you may 
not have a chance to see it. 
Because there are no big-name 
stars attached to the production, 
United Artists has not publi¬ 
cized it with an ad campaign, 
and therefore suburban theatres 
and mall multiplexes may not 
deem it profitable enough to 
exhibit. So far it has only 
played the art-house circuit, 
which is the last place True 
Love belongs. The only conso¬ 
lation is that it will probably be 
released on video in the near 
future; rent it with someone you 
love.

The RHA would like to inform 
you of a new proposal before 
the ULowell Building Authori¬ 
ty. The proposal is to give the 
athletic department 20 more 
athletic bed waivers. This is in 
addition to the 43 they already 
receive. 

The RHA is in favor of a 
strong athletic program. What 
we are concerned with is who 
pays for these athletic bed 
waivers. The way it stands 
now, the Residence Hall fee 
will be increased to pay for 
these additional waivers.

The legislature voted down a large tax increase just the other 
day. Many people were happy about this, others were outraged. 
The package was voted down because the people of the common¬ 
wealth refuse to pay more in taxes at this point in time, and I 
believe rightly so.

Unfortunately, 
the situation here at ULowell may get worse before it gets better. 

On a more positive note: Most students are now registered for 
spring semester and no students were turned away from this univer¬ 
sity. At other institutions across the state students have been denied 
readmission or have been told that they can no longer stay at their 
college or university. These are students on good academic stand¬ 
ing, not students who are borderline or on the verge of flunking out. 

This is truly a shame, but I am proud to say that here at ULowell 
we have even found room for at least one new student. Our ability 
to do this can be directly attributed to the quality of the administra¬ 
tion and the students here at ULowell. Over the past 18 months we 
have all worked together to make these troubled limes as trouble 
free as possible. The new registration process has been received 
with much acclaim and success, and there is a committee that is 
reviewing the procedures in both the business office and the finan¬ 
cial aid office to see if the quality of service being delivered to stu¬ 
dents can not be improved.

Let me begin this with a 
short story. I am an Eagle 
Scout, and one of the require¬ 
ments to attain this rank is to 
obtain a merit badge called 
Communications. For a project 
for this badge, I had to write 
my own “newspaper” article 
and submit it to my counselor, a 
retired editor for the Boston 
globe. 

As Mr. Bond was widely 
known as a difficult counselor, 
I expected to have to rewrite 
the article a couple of times. 
But I ended up rewriting the 
article seven times. Out of 
those seven, though, the fourth 
revision was the one I remem¬ 
ber most. “Brett,” Mr. Bond 
said to me after I handed in the 
fourth article, “the difference 
between the responsible jour¬ 
nalist and the average writer off 
the street is that a responsible 
journalist reports the facts and 
keeps his own opinions and 
feelings out of his story. You 
need to do this as well if you’re 
going to get this badge.” 

It’s funny how these little 
anecdotes pop into one’s head 
at the oddest of times. Like a 
couple of weeks ago when I sat 
down with the November 16th 
issue of the Connector. The 
first thing I did was turn to the 
“Intramural Interaction” col¬ 
umn to take a look at what had 
been written about the intramu¬ 
ral soccer tournament finals. 

Yes, I was a member of the 
Phideus J. Whoopie soccer 
team. And I was shocked at 
what Keith Reynolds had writ¬ 
ten about the game in his arti¬ 
cle. I wonder if he really 
understands the meaning of 
what he wrote. His column 
begins fine, telling us who 


played and the conditions 
needed for the teams to win the 
tournament. But my praise of 
the report ends there. 

“The Greeks took Phideus 
about as seriously as their name 
sounds...” Keith writes. What 
is that supposed to mean? I 
seriously doubt that Mr. 
Reynolds was at the game, so I 
can say with reasonable surety 
that he didn’t go out and inter¬ 
view anybody on the Greek 
Thunder team to get his infor¬ 
mation. Furthermore he 
implies that the Greeks gave a 
half-ass effort at best, and that 
the Phideus soccer team was 
really mediocre. I played in 
that game Keith. The Greeks 
took us dead serious. Neither 
team expected an easy victory, 
yet you claim that the Greeks 
did. 

Along this same vein, how 
does he know that the Greeks 
are a “cohesive team of ethnic 
unity...”? Sure, they are all 
Greek, but who’s to say that 
some of them don’t dislike 
some of the others. I for one 
know that they played the same 
two male players for the entire 
second game, and that they 
were constantly arguing at the 
manager’s meetings against the 
need for the male-female player 
ratio required in co-rec sports. 
So, Mr. Reynold’s statement is 
not entirely true, as the Greeks 
didn’t want women on their 
soccer team, and didn’t want 
anybody other than their best 
two men to play in the second 
game. 

Mr. Reynolds goes on to 
make Greek Thunder out to be 
one of the best soccer teams 
ever to walk the face of the 
earth. First of all, most of the 


members of their team have 
been playing soccer since they 
could walk. Second, two of 
them have played soccer for the 
ULowell varsity soccer team. 
Third, the team plays in at least 
one other league besides the 
intramural one. And finally, 
they’ve played in intramural 
soccer for at least two years 
now, whereas Phideus is new 
this year. So I hope they have 
“persistence and skill.” 

But lets face the facts. 
Phideus J. Whoppie is the first 
team to beat Greek Thunder in 
two years Qf intramural soccer. 
They had a bench three times 
larger than ours. We played the 
second game with one less per¬ 
son because of an injury. I 
myself played goal for one hun¬ 
dred out of the 130 minutes 
with a dislocated right index 
finger (though I learned this the 
next day when I visited Health 
Services). And we still took 
them to double overtime (with 
12 seconds left) in the second 
game. So now how “tremen¬ 
dously” did they play? 

By no means is this meant to 
be disparaging towards Greek 
Thunder in any manner whatso¬ 
ever. Admittedly, they played 
two fine games, and deserve to 
be congratulated for their victo¬ 
ry. But Mr. Reynolds has 
clouded the facts of the story. 
He gave us his opinions about 
what happened. What he wrote 
is not honest journalism, and 
not good journalism. But most 
of all, it’s not responsible jour¬ 
nalism, and it leaves Mr. 
Reynolds qualifications as a 
reporter looking rather ques¬ 
tionable.

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If everyone benefits, 
everyone should pay 


I wrote this editorial in sup¬ 
port of the memo that Rich 
Conley, president of the Resi¬ 
dent Hall Association (RHA) 
wrote to the residence hall stu¬ 
dents regarding athletic bed 
waivers. Before I go any far¬ 
ther, allow me to explain what 
athletic bed waivers are. An 
athletic bed waiver allows a 
student athlete here at Universi¬ 
ty of Lowell to live in the resi¬ 
dence halls free of charge. Not 
all athletes have be waivers, 
but as I will go into, the number 
of bed waivers might be 
increasing by almost 50 per 
cent in the near future. The 
problem here is not that the ath¬ 
letes get free beds the problem 
is who is paying for those beds, 
because it certainly isn’t going 
to be the University of Lowell’s 
Building Authority. Who is tar¬ 
geted to pick up the tab? You 
might be asking yourself at this 
point. Well, the residence hall 
students seem to be the lucky 
ones who get to pay for the ath¬ 
letes who have bed waivers to 
live free in the residence halls. 
That seems a bit strange to me 
that we, the residents of ULow- 
ell, have to pay for something 
that the entire university bene¬ 
fits from. Currently, there are 
43 athletic bed waivers which 
add an additional S41.00 per 
year to every single residence 


hall bill, and a new proposal 
before the Building Authority is 
requesting an additional 20 bed 
waivers to the current 43. What 
will that cost the residents? If 
approved, the new athletic bed 
waiver program will total 63 
‘free’ beds at a cost of S64.00 
to every single residence hall 
student. Now, if you happen to 
live over campus sub and you 
want to take the spectator bus 
to a game, it’s totally free for 
you, just as much as it is for the 
residents, and you don’t have to 
pay a cent to help house the 
athletes. You get all the bene¬ 
fits of the University of Low¬ 
ell’s athletic program- as much 
as any other student and you 
don't have to pay for some of 
them to live on campus. Why 
then, do we have to pay when 
we don’t get any more out of it 
than any other student? I am 
NOT opposed to the continued 
support and advancement of the 


athletic program, it is an impor¬ 
tant part of our school’s identi¬ 
ty. However, I AM opposed to 
Residence hall students paying 
more than their share to support 
it. I can honestly say I have 
never been to a game here at 
ULowell, so you wouldn’t call 
me a ‘die hard fan* of sports (or 
of Joan Jett for that 
matter..Sorry Mr. Pahl). I have 
many friends who live off cam¬ 
pus and go to all the games they 
can make it to. My point is: 
The residence hall students 
should not bear the cost of the 
athletic bed waivers. The cost 
should be spread out over the 
entire student body. If you feel 
strongly about this, say some¬ 
thing about it! Send any com¬ 
ments through campus mail to 
Rich Conley, Residence Hall 
Association (RHA) care of the 
Office of University Life.

If you want to 
announce new club officers, use the 
mail rooms. 

Organiztional ads 
We will typeset boxed display ads 
for events which pertain to enough 
members of the university to justify 
the extra space. Many times, an 
organization will submit one of the 
hand written fliers that they have 


posted around campus and ask us to 
run it. While we'll accept the sub¬ 
mission in that form, we will general¬ 
ly typeset it before publication 
because the originals generally don’t 
reproduce well in the paper. 

Size of the ad is based on the prox¬ 
imity of the event, the size of the 
intended audience, and the availibility 
of space, and is not usually gau- 
renteed in advance. Any little graphg- 
ics you want in the ad should be done 
in black ink, and be as close as possi¬ 
ble to whatever size you (reasonably) 
think it will appear in the paper. Any¬ 
thing but black ink just doesn't show 
up well in print. 

To re-run any ad or notice, simply 
cut it out of The Connector, tape it to 
a piece of paper and resubmit it each 
week. 

Comics 

Writing a weekly strip for The 
Connector is probably the easiest 
way for you to become famous in 
your lifetime. The two never-break 
rules if you want your strip to see 
the light of print are I) Use black ink 
only, 2) Draw it exactly 4"tall by 10" 
long. There is also a need for fillers 
These should be drawn 2" by 3". 

Actually, there’s a third unwritten 
rule which states that the likelyhood- 
of your comic running is directly 
proportional to how good it is versus 
whether or not you’re on the staff. 
For instance, if you work in Contin¬ 
uing Ed, don’t even bother sending 
anything. Please, those comics a few 
years ago were really bad. Of 
course, this is just my opinion, and 
is not intended to reflect the consen¬ 
sus of The Connector, although it 
really does. 

While we’re on the subject of 
Comix, you may notice that we don’t 
print Doonesbury, Garfield, and 
Calvin and Hobbes, the feeling 
being that it would be pretty stupid 
to print five strips for the past week 
at once after they had already 


appeared in other daily papers. What 
the comics department is really look¬ 
ing for is original underground-type 
art that departs from the ordinary 
punchline strips that currently 
monopolize the comics pages. If you 
think you can accomplish that feat, 
then contact Comics Editor Tom 
Verre at Box 6137. 

Personals/ Classified 
To submit personals to your friends or 
enemies simply type them onto a 3x5 
index card with your name and box 
number on the back. Try to keep it to 
three per week unless you wnat to 
volunteer to typeset them. The 
obscene ones always get tossed out 
so don't even bother. 

Students and faculty may submit 
classified ads in the same manner of 
the personals.

Well that's about it. You may be 
wondering how we edit your submis¬ 
sions and the answer is that we 
reserve the right to do whatever we 
want. Generally, we only edit for 
length when necessary. There's no 
set limit on length, but don’t just 
walk up to Fox 426 with a 
manuscript and expect miracles. 
Always talk to us in advance if you 
have any special requests or would 
like any favors. We don't mind doing 
them, we just need enough time. 

And I would be doing you a major 
disservice if I didn’t point out that 
working for The Connector is one of 
the best moves you could make dur¬ 
ing your stay at ULowell. We have 
more ral work experience for your 
resume than you'll know what to do 
with. And besides writing, there's 
page design, layout, pasteupo, dark¬ 
room work and typesetting. Our 
meetings are at 6:00pm in Fox Hall 
room 426. Come by anytime for a 
look.

The University of Lowell 
Men’s Basketball team defeated

sachusetts Minutemen featured 
last year’s Atlantic 10 Freshman 
of the Year (Jim McCoy), Anton 
Brown, and John Tate. They 
were projected as a high scoring 
team, but the Chiefs shut them 
down when it counted.
